When Cal Stevens’ friends tell him to 
“stuff it” he doesn’t take offense — it’s his 
hobby. 

The 20-year Upland resident has been 
preserving wildlife with his own style of 
taxidermy and has been a scientific wildlife 
collector most of his life. 

“| learned (taxidermy) without the aid of 
anyone. | have developed methods that 
commercial taxidermists came out with 20 
years later,” Stevens said. “It’s a hobby: My 
techniques are different because I’m not in 
it for the money.” 

Stevens’ home is a virtual wildlife 
museum with stuffed deer, squirrels, 
reptiles and several varieties of birds. Birds 
are Stevens’ specialty. 

Stevens does taxidermy work for game 
management agencies, including 
California’s Fish and Game Department, U.S. 
Forest and Wildlife Service. 

Stevens said he is more interested in 
preservation, propagation and control of 
wildlife then in stuffing a few of them. 





A retired federal government worker, 
Stevens was a western field collector for the 
fish and game service. In his work, he 
discovered a new type of fly, preying on 
doves. 

But Stevens says one of the worst 
enemies to wildlife is the news media. “They 
lead the public to believe fallacies and idiots 
who may have a degree a foot long and 
claim to make a study.” 

He said one example of his charge is the 
plight of the brown pelican. “The so-called 
experts say mercury is destroying the brown 
pelican. Mercury has always been in those 
(northern) waters. 

“Another biologist photographed 
predators raiding nests of the bird — that 
study got no coverage,” he said. 


Controlling predators is where the key to 
wildlife preservation lies, according to 
Stevens. 





“Eor instance, the cities of Ontario and 
Uptand don’t permit any control of 
predators. 

“They provide a sanctuary for (bird) 
predators so we have a diminishing supply 
of host birds,” he continued. 

According to Stevens, the European 
starling, a bird introduced in North Carolina 
in the 1880s, is preying on several species of 
woodpecker. 

“The starlings do not build nests — they 
take someone else’s. They take over the 
nest and throw out eggs or chicks and will | 
drive off a larger type of woodpecker.” 

He said if the municipalities allowed 
people to shoot the starlings on Saturday 
mornings from daylight to 8 a.m., that might 
reduce the population enough to preserve 
the host birds. 


“People always talk about the balance of 
nature — there is no balance of nature, only 
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peaks and valleys. 

“If we cannot change the thinking of 
people and control predators, in the next 20 
years there will be a decline of wildlife and 
some of it will disappear,” he said. 

“We have to get someone with guts and 
foresight to make some honest decisions 
regarding California’s wildlife,” he said. 

He said legislators need to stop kids 
with motorcycles out in the desert from 
damaging ‘“‘guzzlers” that trap winter waters 
for quail and other wildlife. 

“Politicians have no concept of soil and 
animals. Until they change, the wildlife is in 
serious trouble,” Stevens said. C1

Pomona had “three fair-sized churches for a 
little town,” he recalled, and ‘there wasn’t much 
development north of the railroad tracks.” 

But that didn’t stop the town from incorporating 
and annexing territory to the north. 

“At one time, they had it (the city limits sign) 
planted out in the sagebrush. ... Some joker came 
along and wrote on it, ‘Where’s Pomona?’,” Mather 
said with a smile. 

Two years later, his family went back to 
Rochester and Macedon Center, New York. They 
stayed only three years before returning to 
California. 

For the next 11 years, Mather hopped, skipped 
and jumped all over the state as his father was 
appointed to different churches.

When he was 10, he made two discoveries. 

‘My father had a little almanac, and it had an 
account of every presidential election. They were 
written in an extremely interesting style,” he said.

There were several large heating oil tanks in our 
area. After a night of burning, there was a steady 
stream of tank trucks loading oil for refilling. More 
work for the crews.

Some folks thought that the smoke helped, but 
it wasn’t true. Faces, especially noses, walls, 
curtains, everything, blackened. Some, who could 
afford it, put in fans to blow air into thier homes, 
through filters to catch smoke, to pressurize their 
homes slightly, and to keep the smoke and soot 
under control. 

Then, smudging changed slowly to “scientific 
orchard heating,” as folks got tired of the black 
mess. One pioneering Upland company. Scheu 
Products Co. (pronouced Schoo-ee) developed an 
orchard heater that was literally smokeless.

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Medical information is at hand in the library

Within the last year we have been getting more 
than usual number of medical questions at the 
adult reference desk. Are doctors busier now and 
unable to spend time explaining to patients about 
their illnesses? Is there more serious illness 
suddenly? 

Whatever the reasons, the reference staff has 
been besieged with questions such as, ‘‘What is 
anorexia nervosa?” and “How can ! find out what 
spinal bifida is?” or ‘‘What is a good diet for a 
cancer patient?” 

When we.answer these questions we have to be 
very careful to avoid placing ourselves in a position 
where we are dispensing medical advice. We can 
show a patron our print sources and that’s all. This 
is more difficult than one would think since patrons 
occasionally are in the midst of a life crisis, they 
have received little or no support from the doctor, : 
and they are seeking guidance. (We have the same 
problem with law reference questions.) 

We have had a few patrons burst into tears at 
the shock of finding the seriousness of a disease 
suffered by a child or other close relative. The most 
heartbreaking are the young mothers who have 
been in to get information on diseases suffered by 
their infants. Our reference sources are extremely 
impersonal. They cover all aspects of a disease in 
the most cut and dried, technical language. They

are not gentle in describing the advance of a 
disease, or a bad prognosis. It is an act of bravery 
to consult such a work during an illness, but 
sometimes one needs to know the worst in order to 
withstand the emotional stress, or, as was the case 
with a mother whose baby was seriously ill in the 
hospital, to insure that proper treatment is being 
given. 


Because of this demand for information, 
reference librarian Maureen Bartolotta has selected 


and purchased some new titles. For instance, in the 
area of birth defects we have ‘Birth Defects” by 
Bergsma (R616.042), and ‘‘Nursing Care of Infants 
and Children” (R610.7362). These books are used 
extensively by students doing papers, as well as by 
individuals dealing with birth defect problems. 


We have many general medical guides useful to 
someone needing to look up a particular illness. A 
few titles oriented to health professionals are: 
“Merck Manual’ (R616.07M), “Current Therapy” 
(R610.058C), and “Dictionary of Medical 
Syndromes” (R616.07M). 

Examples of more generalized family health 
guides written in less technical language are: 
“American Medical Association Family Medical 
Guide” (R610A), and the “Illustrated Family Health 
Encyclopedia’ (R613F). 

It’s good to look in more than one of these 
sources to get varying points of view and 
emphasis. The general health guides can 
sometimes be enlightening when the language in 
books written for health professionals is too 
technical. However, it is frequently the case that 
the technical titles are the only sources of 
information on a certain disease. 

We have a few titles on particular systems or 
parts of the body. “The Heart” by Hurst (616.12 
Hurst) is an example of an exhaustive work in 
technical language written primarily for heaith 
professionals. ‘Cancer’ by del Regato (R616.994) 
and “Diseases of the Skin’’ (R616.5) also may tell

you more than you need to know about these 
diseases. In particular, if you are anxious that you 
or someone close to you may suffer from one of 
these conditions, and you begin reading a work B 
which, because of its many medical terms, you do 
not completely understand, you in your anxiety may 
interpret the work in a worse light than is 
necessary. This should always be kept in mind 
when using such books, especially if they are your 
only source. They are indispensable for medical 
reference, however, since often they are the only 
adequate sources of detailed information. 

We have a couple of good tools for locating 
doctors and specialists. The “Directory of Medical 
Specialists” (R610.69) lists specialists by speciaity, 
state and city. It gives brief biographical 
information. The “American Medical Dictionary” 
(R610.695A) lists AMA members alphabetically by 
last name. 

Our staff has made an effort to collect pamphlet 
information on various medical subjects, especially 
diseases. These pamphlets can be an excellent 
source of information since they are written 
particularly for the general public by groups whose 
interest is the dissemination of information on the 
topic. Thus, we have ‘Birth Defects”’ by the March 
of Dimes, and ‘SC!’ by the National Spinal Cord 
Injury Association. Many others are available.

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The flowing lifeblood of the valley — water 


By SAMUEL J. TOLMASOFF destruction of the forests, chaparral and other 


vegetation of the transverse mountain ranges. 
These are the San Gabriel and San Bernardino 
mountains running east and west instead of north 
and south as the coast ranges and the Sierras. 

These mountains are the very lifeblood — water 
— of the valleys lying south in Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties. 

Many men realized the folly of the logging and 
man-made fires that denuded vast areas that 
normally would hold the rainfall and through slow 
seepage supply water to the valleys the year 
around. 

Organizations were formed for the preservation 
of the woodlands._Men of integrity spent time and 
money to help save the watersheds. John Muir trod 
the trails of our mountains, seeking support to 
establish forest reserves. The cumulative efforts 
enabled Congress to pass the Forest Reserve Act 
of 1891, one of the most far-reaching laws in the 
annals of American history. 

The forest lands of Southern California were 
some of the first to be declared reserved. In 
December of 1892, President Harrison established 
the San Gabriel Timberland Reserve, which 
included the forests of the San Gabriel and San 
Bernardino mountains.

This didn’t suddenly stop the destruction of the 
forests. Lumber companies and individuals 
continued to cut timber — it was years before the 
wanton cutting ceased. 

There was no established precedent for 
methods involved in the preservation of 
watersheds. Mnay of the methods had to be learned 
the hard way. Theodore P. Junkens, a noted 
conservationist, said in one speech: 

“During the summer of 1896 the watershed from 
which Pasadena drew its water supply burned. The 

next year our supply had so shrunken as to nearly 
cause a water famine.”

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‘Friendly’ church doesn

A local religious group has some ‘friendly’ 
advice — please don’t call them Quakers. 

The Religious Society of Friends, more 
commonly referred to as Quakers, is forming a new 
congregation in the Rancho Cucamonga area. 

“We use the name ‘friends’ because the Quaker 
name has too many misconceptions — Quaker 
Oats, Quaker oil, Quaker paint. ‘Friends’ 
communicates who we are,’”’ Jeff Nagell, pastor, 
said. 

The local congregation began forming about a 
month and a half ago, Nagell said. ‘The California 
Yearly Meeting of Friends Church wanted to start 
another church in California, Arizona, or Nevada. 
We did a study to determine where there was the 
most growth.” 

Nagell said the group narrowed the church’s 
location down to Las Vegas, Phoenix and the West 
Valley. ‘Rancho Cucamonga is the place the Lord 
has chosen for us — Rancho Cucamonga is going 
to grow.” 

The new congregation core is being sponsored 
by the California Yearly meeting of Friends Church. 
“They are very supportive of our concept of being 
here. They have seen the projections of growth and 
development and feel we are in the right place.” 

He said the Friends plan to build a church on 
the east end of town, in Etiwanda, but until then 
services will be held at Chaffey College. 

“Our first building will not be a sanctuary, but a 
family center.

“People see them (Quakers) as the old guy on 
the Quaker Oats box and clearly that is not who we 
are,” he said. “We mean to be just a Society of 
Friends, a group of believers.” 

He said the Quakers were part of the Protestant 
Reformation and there are two stories told about 
their names. “There were no pastors when the 
congregation got together. The group of believers 
would wait and ‘quake’ with expectancy (of the 
presence of God).” 

The other story involves members of the sect 
being told to ‘quake’ in front of a judge when they 
were tried for practicing an illegal religion in 
England, Nagell said. 

“The fact we don’t include sacrements frightens 
some people,” Nagell said. “We belive Christ alone 
is sufficient for salvation. We have no rituals, no 
creeds. There are no strict rules, we just preach the 
gospel as clearly as we can.” 

“For instance, the sacrament of communion, 
the way we feel is that we’re to live a life in 
communion with the Lord, not just participate in a 
ritual done on a weekly basis,’ he explained.

each service to focus on the Lord and if someone 
feels like sharing, we will listen, if someone feels 
like singing, we sing,” Nagell said.

In the summer of 1908, he started going to the 
University of Southern California law school. The 
school was on Hill Street, just about 5th Street, he 
said. 

“There was one of those cable cars — inclines 
— right across (from the school). We had the entire 
second floor ... maybe the third floor ... for the law 
school,” he said. 

He worked in a lawyers’ office in Pasadena for a 
couple of years while he attended USC. ‘‘He got me 
to run errands for him,” Mather said. That meant 
serving papers. 

“When aman came to the door, | asked him his 
name, and if it was the right one | would say, 
‘Here’s a paper that will interest you,’ and | would 
hand it to him,” Mather said. 

He graduated from USC law school in 1909, then 
passed the bar exam. 

His father then financed him for a year at 
Berkeley, where he got his teaching credential. 

The next year, he got a job teaching high school 
in Chico. 

“The grounds were adjacent to the State 
Normal School, which is now a university 
(California State University at Chico), and includes 
the high school campus,” Mather said. 

While he was there, on July 3, 1913, he ‘married 
a Chico girl,” he said. 

“After two years, | went south and taught at 
Monrovia High School. | quit after a year. There was 
a man elected to the school board who must have 
been raised in Podunk. 

“When he was elected, he created sucha 
nuisance, (nine of the 16) teachers resigned. All but 
two of the rest resigned the next year. He 
revolutionized the faculty, alright.”

Chaffey High School, his alma mater, was the 
next stop. 

‘| taught in the old brick building George 
Chaffey built,’’ Mather said. 

In 1917, Chaffey College separated from the 
high school and Mather began teaching college 
students. 

His son Leonard got a teaching credential after 
World War II, and went to work at Chaffey High 
School also. ‘We were together on the faculty for 
about six months,” he said. 

He said the two of them would kid around, and 
one of the woman teachers on the faculty thought 
his son was being disrespectful. 

“She had no sense of humor,” Mather said. 
“She only lasted one semester.” 

Leonard still lives in the area and helps take 
care of Mather, who lives at Upland Manor. Mather 
said they still kid around a lot. 

“He tells me that lots of times he thinks of me 
more as a brother than a father. | like that,’’ Mather 
said.

While teaching, Mather would rattle off 

numbers and figures rapid-fire. He remembered

He said one student told him he spat out 
numbers so fast he and two others took turns 
writing them down.

‘If students spent as much time in studying as 
they did seeing if | made a mistake, they would all 
get A’s,” Mather said. 

But in 1950, Mather turned 65. To the school 
district, that meant he couldn't teach any more.

Reilly was just 15 when he began 
playing professionally for Los Angeles 
radio stations, including KHJ. He later 
played at various theaters and at age 
17 was banjo pickin’ at the Tin Can 
Saloon. 

“It was just after prohibition and 


they advertised a 26-ounce glass of 
beer — the glass weighed 26 ounces,’ 


he quipped. 

Reilly later performed as a vocalist 
for the Jack Teagarden Orchestra. He 
became acquainted with such 
notables as actors Warner Baxter, 
Bing Crosby, George Brent and W.C. 
Fields and banjo player Eddie 
Peabody. 

He discovered ‘‘the world is full of 
promises,” but often “rough” singing 
or playing for supper. During lean 
times, he taught music lessons. 

Now a resident of Ontario, Reilly 
continues to play, sing, teach and 
design unique instruments. His home 
is filled with books, instruments and 
musical memorabilia. Visitors are left 
with no doubt about his enthusiasm 
for his chosen profession.

that do more harm than good, according to Boor. 

His strong advocacy of cycling as an 
alternative to the automobile, and his expertise 
as both a cyclist and an engineer, have led to 
many confrontations with city officiais in the 
West Valley. 

“| used to go to city council meetings 
whenever | saw that a particular city was 
discussing cycling issues, and | would often 
stand up and offer some suggestions,” Boor 
explained. 

“It’s strange. It seemed that they never 
wanted to listen to constructive comments. | 
mean, when they want to solve a law 
enforcement problem, they call in law 
enforcement experts. When they want advice on 
a piece of land, they call a real estate broker. But 
when they need help on a bicycle problem, they 
don’t want to listen to the bicycle people. They 
don’t listen to the guy who rides the bike at all, 
and | consider myself an expert.” 

Boor is an expert. He is one of 100-150 people 
in the country who is qualified to teach cycling at 
the college level. 

He has written articles on the art of cycling, 
been called on to testify as an expert witness in 
courts of law, holds degrees in mathematics and 
physics, and is closely acquainted with Allan 
Abbott; who designed the bicycle which captured 
the world land speed record at 140 miles per 
hour. 

With designs on becoming a full-time teacher, 
Boor’s life is once again undergoing change. 

“| feel that there are other things that | am 
ready to move on to but | can’t at the moment. | 
would like to be able to somehow get out of the 
business and teach,” Boor explained. 

“If everything works out, | would really like to 
get out do some fun things. Cycling is a unique 
thing.

West Valley computer users now have a place 
to turn. 5 

The California Area Commodore Terminal Users 

(C,A.C.T.U.S.)is a new organization formed in 
Rancho Cucamonga to aid owners of Commodore 
and VIC computers. 
The group was formed three months ago for 
fi local computer buffs to share their knowledge and 
software for Commodore and VIC 20 computers, 
according to Dick Wilkins, club president. 

Software for the Commodore and ViC 20 
computers is not as readily available as for other 
brands of computers, Wilkins said. 

Software is written programming which runs a 
computer. “All the home computers use basic 
language but you can’t take a program for an Apple 
computer and run it on a Commodore or Atari,’ he 
continued. 

“We're trying to help in teaching people how to 
use their Commondore computer,” he said. 

But programming doesn’t stop with the typical 
education fare. Other discs include the Drivers’ 
Handbook, how to solve electrical problems, how 
lights and lamps work, Morse code and sign 
language. 

“In the sign language program, a hand is shown 
on the screen making the letters of the alphabet,” 
Wilkins said. 

Some of the programs give computer owners 
instruction on certain aspects of their machines in 
a basic program. 

C.A.C.T.U.S. also has a group of committees 
exploring software availability and programming for 
their areas of expertise or interest, specializing in 
education, youth group, communication, business, 
entertainment, technical hardware and word 
processing. 

The club can also put programming for the 
Commodore and VIC 20 on cassette tapes. “The 
problem with cassettes is that tape is very slow. 
With a disc putting a program into a computer 
takes five seconds, with a tape it takes about two 
minutes,” Wilkins said.

The newly formed organization can offer some 
programs for games; a civil war simulation, Othelio, 
checkers, chess, hangman, pong, puzzies, racing 
robots, Star Wars, Star Trek and other games 
leaning towards the educational side. 

“We don’t have a lot of the (arcade) games 
because they are copyrighted.

“You can keep 
aa serial number for an item, a description, where 
you bought it, for how much and when. You can 
store the disc in a safe deposit box.” 

“My daughter spends time working through her 
multiplication tables, she’s not too keen on her 
sevens and eights. My son uses it to improve his 
spelling,” Wilkins said. 

He said the educational programs for children 
usually have some sort of graphics for a right 
answer “pay off.” 

“Cannons go off, or a balioon or clown appears 
on the screen, something happens, telling them 
they chose the correct answer,” he explained. 

Wilkins said the new organization has as many 
women as men and a lot of young members. The 
club roster now boasts of 80 members with 
members from as far away as San Dimas and La 
Verne. 

C.A.C.T.U.S. meets twice a month with 
presentations on computer technology or hardware 
for the layman.
